This  wall 
wan  eighty-seven  feet  thick  ;  on  tbe  fep,  at 
regular  distances  from  each  other,  were 
two  hundred  end  fifty  towers ;  outside  the 
well  was  s  very  deep  ditch,  constantly 
kept  fall  of  water.  Oo  the  top  of  tb* 
walls  was  a  row  of  honses  on  eneb  rid*  ; 
and  room  lor  two  chariots  *  hr  set  tb  the 
middle.  Tbe  King  of  Babylon  caused  the 
hanging  gardens  to  be  built  for  his  Quean 
Tbe  gardebs  were  four  bundreed  foot  long 
on  each  side,  and  rote  by  tarrnce*  to  th* 
height  of  the  walls  ot  tbo  city.  This 
'Ourmoas  pile  was  sustained  by  arch** 
placed  one  upon  the  other.  On  the  ton  oi 
the  arches  were  laid  large  flat  stones,  than 
a  layer  of  reeds  m;xed  with  bitumen.  On 
this  were  laid  two  rows  of  brick  end  ntas 
ter,  then  e  layer  of  *  brat*  of  lead,  and  up¬ 
on  this  the  mould  was  passed.  This  mould 
wo*  *0  deep  that  tbe  largest  trees  could 
take  firm  root.  Ia  tbe  upper  terror*  Was 
s  sort  of  engine  or  pump,  which  drew  fee 
water  from  the  river  below,  and  thus 
watered  th*  gardens.  m
